Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  to  the  Synods  of  Missouri 
and  Kansas  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A. 


Marshall,  Mo.,  Oct.   1,   1917.

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TREASURER'S  TWENTY-NINTH  ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF  MISSOURI  VALLEY  COLLEGE  TO  THE  SYNOD 

OF  MISSOURI  AND  THE  SYNOD  OF  KANSAS 

OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHRUCH,  U.  S.  A. 

Marshall,  Mo.,  Oct.  1st,  1918. 
My  Dear  Brethren: 

War!  War  conditions!  War  prices!  War  experiences! 
War  sympathies!  These  words  express  what  every  College 
has  been  facing,  experiencing  and  combatting  during  the 
last  year,  and  Colleges  are  still  in  the  toils  of  war.  Business, 
industries,  churches  are  all  affected.  Homes,  schools,  in- 
dividuals feel  the  strain  and  the  thrill  of  the  times.  Missouri 
Valley  College  is  no  exception,  we  are  glad  to  say.  Some 
things  she  has  not  been  able  to  do  that  she  would  have  done 
had  it  not  been  for  war.  Some  things  she  has  done  that  she 
could  not  have  done  except  for  war.  Some  sacrifices  that 
she  has  cheerfully  made  because  war  called  for  them.  It 
is  the  hour  of  challenge  for  a  great  cause  and  a  great  invest- 
ment of  time  and  service. 

Notwithstanding  the  stars  that  are  on  our  Service  Flag, 
the  boys  that  are  in  France,  and  on  the  sea,  and  in  the  camps 
at  home,  and  in  the  various  departments  of  public  service, 
and  the  women  who  have  given  themselves  as  nurses,  and 
clerks,  and  private  secretaries,  etc.,  there  has  nevertheless 
been  a  routine  of  College  life  that  is  like  former  days — the 
old  faces  are  missed,  voices  are  not  heard,  seats  not  filled, 
but  the  College  goes  on. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  the  College  has  not  been  em- 
barrassed, financially,  by  the  war.  We  came  out  in  our 
finances  to  the  good  last  year.     Realizing  that  war  conditions 
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were  on,  we  did  not  allow  ourselves  to  go  into  debt,  and  the 
consequence  is  that  Missouri  Valley  College  has  the  ex- 
perience of  facing  the  future  with  a  small  balance  in  its  favor. 
Not  because  we  could  not  have  used  more,  nor  because  we 
did  not  need  more,  but  because  war  time  we  felt  was  a  wrong 
time  to  be  incurring  obligations,  and  contracting  debts, 
expecting  benevolent  people  to  come  to  our  rescue.  We  felt 
benevolences  these  days  are  being  called  for  in  Red  Cross, 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Salvation  Army,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Liberty  Bonds, 
War  Stamps,  and  so  many  collateral  enterprises,  like  the  relief 
of  the  Syrians,  Belgians,  Armenians,  etc.,  that  the  keeping 
up  of  the  ordinary  routine  is  all  that  we  could  expect,  and 
so  we  have  not  pressed  our  people  for  contributions  at  such 
a  time  and  have  aimed  to  keep  within  our  income.  Our  first 
hope  is  that  the  Synods  will  approve  of  this  method  of  finan- 
ceering.  As  soon  as  the  war  is  over  we  expect  to  resume  our 
calls  for  contributions,  and  many  of  them. 

We  had  an  enrollment  of  232  students  last  year.  Our 
boys  left  us  to  go  to  war,  but  every  boy  who  went  was  a  star 
in  the  crown  of  Missouri  Valley  College.  We  feel  that  we 
must  "keep  the  home  fires  burning,' '  not  only  until  the  boys 
come  home,  but  burning  with  patriotic  feeling  when  they  are 
starting  out  so  that  they  will  go  with  the  expression  of  a 
strong,  healthy,  bouyant,  Christian  patriotism.  Every  boy 
who  has  gone  has  been  fondly  patted  on  the  back  and  praised 
for  his  enlistment,  his  consecration  to  the  great  things  of 
the  present  hour,  tho  there  were  tears  many  a  time  at  parting. 
Some  of  the  boys  have  been  stricken  on  the  field  of  battle; 
some  have  died  in  hospitals;  some  have  been  rendered  help- 
less for  life,  but  the  cause  is  theirs. 

In  addition  to  report  a  normal  year's  work  with  an  ab- 
normal spirit  all  around  us,  because  of  the  war,we  want  to  call 
attention  to  the  following  points: 
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1.  We  have  been  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Hon.  Ben 
Eli  Guthrie,  LL.D.,  of  Macon,  Missouri.  For  sixteen  years 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College ; 
benevolent;  brilliant;  judicial;  acute;  he  has  been  invaluable 
as  member,  as  giver  and  counsellor.  He  was  a  teacher  in 
McGee  College;  a  warrior  and  officer  in  the  Civil  War; 
a  lawyer  of  great  prominence  and  influence;  an  Elder  in  the 
church  and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  for  many 
years;  a  prominent  citizen  of  his  community  and  of  the 
State;  strong  in  the  councils  of  the  church;  effective  as  a 
business  man,  and  therefore  because  of  these  superior  qualities 
is  greatly  missed  in  the  councils  of  our  Board  and  of  the  Synod. 

2.  Notwithstanding  the  pressure  of  war  conditions, 
some  of  the  plans  of  the  men  and  women  who  have  been 
thinking  about  Missouri  Valley  College  have  matured. 
Among  them  we  are  glad  to  record  that  Mr.  P.  H.  Rea,  who 
has  been  from  the  beginning  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  and  has  rounded  out  thirty  years 
of  efficient  service  and  is  still  a  member  of  our  Board  and 
lends  his  counsels,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  has 
been  somewhat  impeded  in  his  activities  by  a  slight  attack  of 
paralysis,  gave  since  last  Synod  $5,300.00  to  the  endowment 
of  the  Bible  Chair.  Mr,  John  C.  Cobb  and  his  wife  have 
completed  their  contribution  of  $10,000.00  to  the  Bible  Chair 
and  hereafter  that  Chair  will  bear  their  names. 

Mr.  Joseph  Samuel  Henry  and  wife  of  Boonville,  Mis- 
souri, have  endowed  the  Chair  of  Christian  Sociology.  Mrs. 
Henry,  be  it  remembered,  was  Minnie  Gilbreath,  a  member  of 
the  last  graduating  class  of  McGee  College,  and  this  links 
in  a  very  important  way,  thru  her,  the  McGee  College  of 
the  past  and  Missouri  Valley  College  of  the  present.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Gilbreath's  names  are  joined  with  theirs  in  the  naming 
of  this  important  Chair. 
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3.  The  Faculty  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  in  numbers, 
continues  as  it  has  for  several  years,  with  one  exception; 
when  one  of  the  teachers  left  to  go  into  war  service  last  year 
we  did  not  elect  a  successor,  for  the  sake  of  economy  preferring 
to  redistribute  the  work  among  our  professors  and  increasing 
the  salaries  of  our  Faculty  a  little. 

4.  The  Synods  will  rejoice  that  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  has  taken  final  action  with  reference  to  the 
long  series  of  litigations  that  were  about  the  College,  and  has 
made  its  final  decision  in  favor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America.  The  decision  in  full  was 
printed  in  the  July  Bulletin  and  a  few  copies  are  here  for 
distribution. 

5.  In  addition  to  more  than  one  hundred  of  our  students 
and  Alumni  the  war  has  taken  our  efficient  secretary,  Dr. 
D.  F.  Manning,  from  us  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  change 
secretaries.  His  very  efficient  services  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board  for  many  years  are  remembered  with  great  gratitude 
and  satisfaction.  He  was  very  careful,  exact  and  punctual 
in  his  services,  and  will  be  the  same  in  his  war  work. 

6.  The  Red  Cross,  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A., 
and  the  Salvation  Army,  have  made  great  claims  on  the  serv- 
ices of  the  Faculty,  as  well  as  their  benevolences,  and  the 
same  is  to  be  said  with  reference  to  the  various  War  Funds. 

7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  last  May  ordered 
the  installation  of  Military  Training  at  Missouri  Valley 
College.  The  President  took  it  up  at  once  with  the  War 
Department  and  arranged  therefor,  and  Prof.  John  J.  Dynes, 
who  received  his  training  at  Camp  Funston,  Kansas,  is  in 
charge.  He  has  a  valuable  corps  of  assistants  in  military 
training  at  the  College  in  the  persons  of  Dean  I.  N.  Evrard, 
who  spent  the  summer  at  Fort  Sill,  First  Sgt.  Richard  Russell, 
who  served  on  the  Border  during  the  Mexican  troubles  and 
was  later  in  Camp  Doniphan. 
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8.  At  Commencement  Day  the  Thirtieth  Anniversary 
of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  was  celebrated.  The  first  meeting  was  held 
June  12th,  1888.  Only  two  of  those  present  at  that  meeting 
are  now  living  or  on  the  Board,  John  C.  Cobb  and  P.  H.  Rea. 
These  two  brethren  have  served  thru  all  the  thirty  years  and 
there  has  seldom  been  a  meeting  of  the  Board  that  both  of 
them  were  not  present.  They  have  given  of  their  time, 
their  money  and  their  thot.  Among  those  who  have  served 
and  passed  are  Dr.  E.  D.  Pearson,  during  his  whole  life  as  a 
Stewart,  active,  benevolent,  stimulating  in  his  co-operation 
for  the  advancement  of  this  institution;  quite  a  number 
of  other  brethren,  some  dead  and  some  living,  who  served 
brief  periods  as  representatives  of  the  Synod  in  directing  the 
affairs  of  Missouri  Valley  College. 

The  Thirtieth  Anniversary  was  celebrated  with  rather 
an  informal  memorial  service  on  Wednesday,  May  29th, 
then  a  more  formal  celebration  at  Commencement  on  Thurs- 
day, May  30th.  On  that  day  the  address  was  by  an  Alumnus 
of  the  institution,  the  Dean  of  the  Bible  School  of  the  Disciples 
Church  at  Bloomington,  Indiana,  who  made  an  eloquent  his- 
torical address.  The  only  honorary  degree  conferred  in  con- 
nection with  the  Thirtieth  Anniversary  was  upon  Rev. 
Joseph  C.  Todd,  the  orator  of  the  day. 

It  might  be  worth  while  to  remind  the  Synod  that  during 
these  thirty  years  the  location  of  the  College  was  determined ; 
the  plan  of  the  campus  determined ;  the  plan  of  the  buildings 
determined,  and  that  all  of  our  buildings,  arches,  fountain, 
concrete  grandstand,  along  with  the  apparatus,  furniture, 
museum,  library,  pipe  organ,  pianos,  etc.,  represent  a  material 
value  and  equipment  of  $274,605.58;  and  a  productive  en- 
dowment of  $328,294.65;  and  in  addition  expectancies  from 
the  estates  of  deceased  friends  of  the  College  of  $111,000.00, 
making  a  grand  total  of  $713,900.23.     In  addition  to  that  there 
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is  a  large  constituency  of  friends,  Alumni,  students,  faculty, 
who  fave  gathered  during  the  thirty  years  and  consider 
Missouri  Valley  College  as  their  College.  The  good  will  of  a 
business  institution  is  one  of  the  big  things  that  enter  into 
its  evaluation,  and  the  same  is  true  of  a  College  and  the  more 
Christian  the  College  the  deeper  the  friendship. 

The  financial  report  of  the  Auditor,  Mr.  J.  D.  M.  Crockett, 
follows  and  is  a  part  of  this  report.
